Dear Mr. Cox; 

T am sure many of you are 
aware of the latest funding 
problems for education in the 
state. On Friday, February 2, 
2001, Governor Siegelman 
declared proration of | the 
Educational Trust Fund (ETF) 
at 6.2%. Approximately 86% of 
the money that goes into the 
ETF comes from sales’ and 
income (corporate and person- 
al) taxes. As a result, when actu- 
al revenues fall’ short of esti- 
mates, the Governor . must 
declare proration, Simply put, 
this is a reduction in the amount 
of money allocated from the 
ETF. This has happened four- 
teen times in the past fifty years. 
proration has 

ccurred ranging from as little 
as 1% to as high as 14%, It is 
interesting, w® note this fund 
began the fiscal-year 2001 with 
a cash balance of only $13.5 
Million. With such a small 
beginning balance, there is vir- 
tually-no cushion for tax short 
falls. According to recent 
reports last year’s tax revenues 
continue to lag behind projec-. 
tions. This will mean, .provated 
monthly payments to local 
school systems, 

It is important to remember 
that about 93% of a school sys- 
tem’s budget cannot be prorat- 
ed. Thissinchudes 80 - 85% of, 
thé budget i in salarié’s"ahd Bene!” 
fits. These cannot be touched 
during proration. Therefore, 
cuts have to be made elsewhere! 
Approximately 7% is left to 
absorb proration, Thus, school 
systems have little flexibility to 
deal with proration. 

The prorated figure Elba City 
Schools is expected to lose in 
state funding will be approxi- 
mately $270,000.00 retroactive 
to the beginning of the fiscal ’ 
year in October. As a result, our 
funding for the remainder of the 


fiscal year will be adjusted to. 


reduce the monthly state alloca- 
tion to the prorated level. This 


means every effort must be 


made to save as much possible 
without harming our academic 
program.

Even though salaries cannot, 
be prorated, reduction in staff 
may be considered next year by 
not replacing staff who retire, 
transferring personnel, 
renewing employees without 
tenure, and elimination of some 

The instructional program 
will remain our op. priority. | 
Unfortunately, next school year 
may mean large class sizes, 
increase responsibilities, and a 
reduction of extracurricular pro- 
grams. In addition, the bond 
issue Money at. this time can 
only be spent for capital 
improvements. This may 
explain the reasons we can 
build new band rooms, pave 
parking lots, etc. and cannot use 
this money to fight proration. 

Despite these problems, I 
strongly believe that as we take 
a comprehensive view of our 
school system--the* quality of 
staff; . student achievement 
scores; scope of our educational 
program, services offered; suc- 
cess of extra curricular activi- 
ties; and quality of school-facil- 
ities, to name just a few; we can 
see that Elba City Schools is 
among the very best in the state. 
These accomplishments - would 
have been impossible without 
the help and encouragement of 
the citizens of this community, |

But 
wanting his wife and family to 
know everything was done to 
save his life. 

J wish you could read my 
mind as I/ respond to a call, 
“What is wrong with the 
patient? Is it minor or life- 
threatening? Is the caller really 
in distress or is he waiting for us 
with a 2x4 or a gun?” 

[wish you could feel my 
“despair ag the emergency room 
doctor pronounces dead the 
beautiful five-year-old girl that I 
have been trying to save during 
the past 25 minutes. A little girl 
who will never. go on her first 
date or say the words, “I love 
you Mommy” ever again. 


~ I wish you could know the 


frustration I feel in my cruiser, 
fire engine or ambulance, with 
my foot pressing down hard on 
the brake pedal, with my sirens 
and air horns blasting again and 
again, as you fail to yield right- 
of-way at an intersection or in 
traffic. BUT when you need us 
however,. your first comment 
upon our arrival will be, “It took 
you forever to get here!” or 
“What took you so long?” 

I wish You could know how it 
feels to walk through my back 
door and greet my family or par- 
ents, -and not having the heart to 
tell them that I nearly’ did not 
come back from the last call. 

I wish:you could know how it 
feels to dispatch police officers, 
firemen or EMT’s out to a call, 


and when | call back for. them 


and my heart drops because no 
one answers me back, or to hear 
a bone chilling 911 call of a 
child or a wife needirtg assis- 


tance, 

I wish you could understand 
what it feels like to have a little 
boy tugging at your arm and 
asking, “Is my Mommy okay?” 
While not being able to look in 
his eyes without tears from your 
own and not knowing what to 
say. Or t6 have to hold back a 
long time friend who watches 
his buddy having rescue breath- 
ing done on him as they take 
him away in the ambulance, 
knowing all along he did not 
have his seatbelt on. A sensation 
that] have become all too famil- 
iar with. 

I wish you could feel the hurt 
as people verbally, and some- 
times physically, abuse us. or 
belittle what we do, or as they 
express their attitudes of “It will 
never happen to me.”

I wish you could know the 
brotherhood, and self-satisfac- 
tion We have of fielping to save 
a life, or saving a home from 
fire, or being able to be there in 
a time of crisis, or creating order 
from total chaos,

kind of life, you will never truly 
understand or appreciate who | 
am, who we are, or what our 
jobs really mean to us...1 wish 
you could though.

Many Coffee Countians suffer 

from pain-caused by one type of 
arthritis or another. If you are one 
of these people, you may be able 
to include exercise in your treat- 
ment plan. When performed cor- 
rectly, exercise can improve your 
joint flexibility, relieve pain and 
strengthen bones and muscles. 
* You should always consult 
your physician before trying any 
type of new: exercise .program— 
including the ones mentioned in 
this article, 

To get started, try a few stretch- 
es, Begin with the shoulder shrug. 
This stretch helps chronic arthritis 
involving the vertebrae: of the 
neck. Slowly and steadily raise 
your shoulders into a shrug, Hold 
it for a moment, feeling the effect 
on your neck muscles. Keeping 
your head still, gently press your 
shoulders downward as far down 
as you comfortably can, Release 
and repeat. 

Next, try the wrist flex. Extend 
your arm and bend your wrist to 
raise your hand as if signaling 
“stop.” Then bend your wrist the 
other way so your hand drops for- 
ward as far as it can go.

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HEALTH TIPS 


Parents can help children who are finicky eaters 


Susan Taylor

Parents who dread mealtimes 
with finicky eaters in the house- 
hold can help themselves and 
their, children be successful, 
says Ellyn Satter, a nationally 
‘known children's nutrition spe- 
cialist. 

Parents often think that if they 
can just find the right foods, 
their child's finickiness will be 
cured, But curing or preventing 
finickiness has more to do with 
the way feeding is conducted 
than with the food itself. In 
order for a child to learn to eat 
new foods, those foods have to 
show. up on the family’ table. 
After that, the finicky eater can 
be born or made, 

All children are born sensitive 
to taste, texture and smell, and 
some children are very sensi- 
tive. That can be positive or neg- 
ative, They can enjoy food a 
lot, or they can be so upset by 
something they eat that uiey gag 
or throw up. 

The finicky eater also can be 
made. Parents who are fussy 
about their own food often pass 
their fussiness along to -their 
children by .serving a limited 
variety of food or by being 
unwilling to try new foods. 

Pressure also canbe part of 
the problem for ‘a finicky child. 


When children are pressured to. 


eat certain amounts or types. of 
food, they revolt and avoid eat- 
ing when they can. 

There’s no way you can get 
children to eat if they don’t want 
to. What you can do, however, is 
stop pressuring them to eat. 


Instead, teach them to behave at ° 


the table. Then their eating will © 


take care of itself. 

The finicky eater, like other 
young eaters, -will learn to eat 
new foods when given the 
opportunity. As with everything 
else, children want their eating 
habits to mature. The main task 
for parents is not to get them to 
accept more food, but rather to 
expect appropriate mealtime 
behavior so that eating is not an 
‘issue. A finicky eater can’t force 
down unappealing food, but can 
learn to behave at the table and 
cope with her sensitivities. She 
can léarn to pick and choose 
from available foods, eating 
what she can manage, perhaps 
sampling other foods when she 
is ready, and politely refusing 
others. 

A finicky eater needn’t be 


‘allowed to say “YUK!” at meal-: 


time, but rather; “No, thank 


you.” If a child can say-“no” to 
food, it will be easier to say 
“yes” more often, Of course, 
adults have to take no for an 
answer, 

A division of responsibility in 
feeding is regommended for the 
finicky eatér and other children. 
Parents are responsible for the 
what, when and where of feed- 
ing, and children are responsible 
for the how much and whether 
of eating. That means parents 
eat with children and provide 
structured meals and‘ snacks 
with nutritious (as well as not- 
so-nutritious) food that they 
choose, Planned. snacks are 
important, They allow children 
to come to meals hungry but not 
famished, They are also essen- 
tial parts of eliminating 
between-meal grazing of food 
and caloric beverages such as 
juice.and soda, 

Parents should plan meals so 
they don't end up ‘short-order 
cooking for an inexperienced. 
eater, Eating a variety of food at 


~mealtime, then letting children 


pick and choose from what is 
available at the meal, eating as 
much or as little as they wantis 
encouraged, Here’s what to 
include; 

1, A main dish 

2. A fruit or vegetable or both 

3. Milk 

4. A-starchy food such as 
potatoes, noodles, tortillas or 
rice 
5. . Bread=always bread, 
Children can generally eat it if 
all else fails. ; 

6. Butter, margarine aiid Salad. 
dressing. Lowfat food is neither 
nutritionally appropriate nor 
appealing for children. 

7. Occasionally, the child’s 
‘favorite foods — but not all the 
time. Other family members 
have rights, too! 

When parents follow: these 
simple rules to help children be 
successful eaters, they can plan 
meals they enjoy. Parents know 
far more. about food than chil- 
dren. Children will gradually 
learn to eat the food that parents 
eat. Keep in mind children have 
their own quirky ways of eating 
-they will eat a food one time 
but not another, or eat lots one 
time and hardly anything anoth- 
er. . 
They are likely to need a long 
ume and lots of experimenting 
to. learn to eat new foods — 
except ‘for.new--cookies, of 
couse. With new cookies, you 
get one-trial learning!

Walking —competitively or. 


casually — is a surprisingly 
effective strategy for lifelong 
health. Studies show that walk- 
mph 
actually. burn twice as many 
calories aS runners going the 
same speed. 

Before starting. a walking pro- 
gram, check with your, physi- 
cian, especially if you are over 
45, Keep in mind that-you are in 
no big hurry. This is lifelong 
health, not overnight magic. In 
the beginning, forget. stopwatch- 
es, heart rates and technique. 
Just go for a walk at a, comfort- 
able pace slightly above a stroll. 
Fiffeen or 30 minutes would be 
nice, but you can split it up into 
two or three 10-minute walks a 
day. 

After a few weeks of walking, 
start measuring your time. Start 
by timing how long it takes you 
to walk a mile comfortably on 
flat ground. It Gsually takes 
between 15 and 20 minutes. Use 
that as your starting point and 
build on it, 

Measure several walking 
courses, Use your car's-odome- 
ter to measure different routes. 
Two miles per course is enough 
forastart, 

Next, set your frequency. The 
goal is three to five times a 
week, Schedule your. walks in 
advance, and keep the -appoint- 
ment. 

The proper walking technique 
is not as important as getting out 
there and doing something. 
Keep in mind that healthy peo- 
ple are well overall; their activi- 
ties boost energy and help fend 
off heart disease and circulatory 
problems. The key is to stay 
active, 

To make walking a habit takes 
willpower — and a strategy. 
Schedule ‘regular walks with a 
friend if you need an extra push, 
or walk first thing in the morn- 
ing before other commitments 
crop up. Vary your course to 
keep it interesting or get a dog, 
Don't think of walking as exer- 
cise. Think of it as time you 
have set aside for yourself. 
Enjoy it,

~ waist, Leaning from the waist - 


“shoes. Choose a pair with a firm 


heel cup for stability and plenty 
of room for toes so they can 


spread out as they’ push off. ° 


Wear 
clothes. 
You don’t have to walk any 
certain way, but as you get bet- 
ter, there comes a point when 
refinements offer definite bene- 
fits. The correct posture, arm 
swing and stride add up to high- 
intensity exercise and lower risk 
of injury. Lean slightly forward 
— from-the ankles, not the 


loose, comfortable, 


will tire your back’ and make 
breathing ‘harder. Keep your 
head level and your chin up. 

Arm swings make walking a 
total body activity. Keep your 
elbows firmly bent at a 90- 
degree angle, and swing from 
the shoulder. Your hand should 
end its forward swing at breast- 
bone height. On the backswing, 
if you are moving fast, the upper 
arm is almost parallel to the 
ground, 

Make your stride long and 
smooth. It helps to borrow some 
moves from competitive race 
walkers; keep your supporting 
leg straight as your body passes 
over it, and let the hip rise and 
relax. As the leg moves to the 
rear, keep its foot on the ground 
as Lens as possible before push- 

of! 

€ sure to warm up and cool 
down, Walk at an easy pace for 
five or 10 minutes until you are 
warm. before kicking into high 
gear. Cool down at the end of 
your hard walk with another five 
to 10. minutes of easy walking. 

Weather doesn't have to stop 
your walking routine. Move 
your walk indoors.” Shopping: 
malls are a popular alternative, 
Some 2,400 malls nationwide 
let walkers in before shopping 
hours, usually between 6:30 and 
10 am, Many have walking 
clubs. 

In addition, if you have the 
money, you can purchase a 
treadmill, Walking on a tread- 
mill can be just as effective as 
walking outdoors, Treadmills 
allow you to control and 
elevation. Spending a little extra 
money on a high-quality wead- 
mill is worth the cost,

The Coffee County 
Commissioners meeting in reg- 
ular session Monday moming 
addressed several issues and 


~ handled routine. matters in just : 


under an hour. 

The subject drawing the most 
discussion among the commis- 
sioners Was a proposal present- 
ed by Commissioner Robert 
Stephens. 

He noted that-all benefits, 
such as holidays, vacations and 
health coverage are equal for 
county employees with one 
exception, that béing the death 
benefit. 

Stephens pointed out -that 
under the current life insurance 
policy, all employees’ beneficia- 
ries receive $25,000 in the event 
of their death except those 
employees who are 70 years of 
age and older. Upon an employ- 
ee reaching his or her 70th birth- 
day, the benefit is reduced to 


. $5,000. 


Commissioner Stephens 
made a motion that the county 
guarantee that all beneficiaries 
receive $25,000 as a death ben- 
efit. This means that'in the event 
of a county employee's death 
who is over the age of 70, the 


county will pay:$20,000 out of 
county coffers in addition to the 
insurance company’s $5,000, 


Currently, there are four. 


employees who are 70 years old 
or older working forthe county. 
The-déstign-was asked if the 


- Current insuranvte carrier would 


increase the death benefit to 
$25,000 for those employees 
over 70 for an increase in-their, 
premium. County Administrator 
Wilson Mobley told commis- 
sioners that they would nof do 
SO. 

After a motion to table. the 
matter for further study failed’to 
pass by a 3.4 vote, Stephens’ 
motion was put to a vote. It 
passed by a 4-3 vote. 
Commissioners voting in favor 
of the action were: 
Commissioners Stephens, 
Bernest Brooks, Kayo Lewis 
and Linda Westbrook. Casting 
nay voles were: Commissioners 
Tom’ -Grimsley, Doug 
Dalrymple, and Jim Thompson:

During the discussion on the 
bid-award, representatives from 
both firms assured the commis- 
sioners that the lawn care would 
be. performéd in accordance 
with the specifications set forth 
in ‘the invitation to bid. They 
also told commissioners that 
they would meet all necessary 
requirements and guidelines 
when administering any chemi- 
cals during the course of lawn 
care, 

The final phase of the coun- 
ty’s federally funded Hazard 
Mitigation Program was carried 
out “in| Monday's meeting. 
Commissioners awarded the bid 
for demolition/removal of any 
remaining structures. and the 
cleaning of the — properties 
acquired by the county during 
this’ flood related program. 
There are six (6) remaining 
locations in the county to be 
dealt with. 

Low bidder on the project was 
Donald Hussey & Sons of Elba. 
with a bid of $7,896.75. The 
only other bid was .from 
Danny's Dozer Service of Elba. 
Their bid was $18,500.00. 

After opening both bids, com- 
missioners recessed briefly to 
review the bids and be certain 
that all requirements had been 
addressed in the bids before 
making the award: 

Zack Enms, jail administrator 
for Coffee County, gave com- 
missioners an update on the 
jail’s condition, “At the present, 
everything is going well, main- 
tenance wise,” he said, “We're 
having mostly routine mainte- 
nance problems that are being 
attended to by county mainte- 
nance personnel,” 

He told commissioners that he 
was averaging housing between 
105 and 113 inmates. On 
Monday, there were 113 prisdn- 
ers in the county jail - 32 state 


—— 


inmates, 13 City of Enterprise, 3 
City of Elba, 3 Town of New 
Brockton, 62 county prisoners. 

The county engineer’s report 
to’ the commission was also 
brief. Randy Tindell told com- 
missioners. that. Co. Rd, 308 
would be closed beginning 
February 19 due*to the’ start of 
construction to réplace the two 
bridges. These are ..the two 
“famous” bridges that Governor 
Don Siegelman was pictured 
with, his hand sticking through 
one of the timbers supporting 
the Pike: The construction 
Should take Between 4 to 6 
months. 

County Administrator 
Mobley presented several items ~ 
for the consideration of the 
commissioners during the gen- 
eral business session of the 
meeting. 

He told commissioners that it 
is time once again to set the’tax 
millage rates for the county for 
the upcoming year. The com- 
mission approved 7 mills for the 
general fund, 3.5 mills for pub- 
lic roads, bridges and buildings, 
5 mills for county-wide schools. 

Mobley asked for, and 
received, permission to estab- 
lish a petty cash fund for the 
Solid waste office located in the 
County Complex. He noted that 
by not having cash on hand, it 
has posed a’ problem at times in 
making change for individuals 
paying their garbage collection 
fee with large denomination 
bills. 

At the request of John Brim, 
who is the county’s data pro- 
cessing manager, Mobley asked 
that a list of various pieces of 


_ equipment that are either obso- 


lete or damaged beyond repair 
be approved for disposal in the 
county landfill. None of the 
items are salvageable with the 
exception of a Sharp copier. 
The motion was made by 
Commissioner Stephens and 
seconded by Commissioner 
Brooks that the request be 
approved with the stipulation 
that the copier be given to the 
Ino Senior Citizens Center for 
their use if feasible. The motion 
passed by unanimous vote. 
Mobley suggested that com- 
missioners pre-approve the 
sending out of bids for the repair 
of the control console damaged 
by the recent flooding of the jail, 
He noted that the insurance 
adjustors from the.county's car- 
rier, through the State of 
Alabama Department Risk 
Management, are working on 
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
